The Government of Goa is hereby pleased to 
amend the Goa Freedom Fighters Welfare Rules , 
1988 (hereinafter called Principle Rules ) published 
in the Official Gazette , Series I No. 8 dated 
25-5-1989 vide Government Notification No. 
11-37-88 -HD (G ) dated 27-4-1989 . 


All objections and suggestions to the draft 
amendment may be forwarded to the Secretary, 
Labour, Government of Goa , Department of 
Labour, Secretariat , Panaji, before the expiry 
of 45 days from the date of publication of this 
Notification in the Official Gazette . 


2. In Rule 4 , the amount of Rs. 3,000 / - sanction 
ed towards ad hoc grant for the purpose ofmarriage 
of daughter of the freedom fighter and essential 
repair of their houses is hereby enhanced to Rs. 
10,000 / - in each case. The said enhancement will 
come into effect from 1st June, 2000 .
